These  are  all  dated  Au2ust  10,  l86l.  They  were  all  issued  prior  to  April  1,  1862,  and  are 
payable  at  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  St.  LoTiis  and  Cincinnati.  Demand  Notes  are  the 
only  series  lacking  the  seal  of  the  United  States  Treasury.  Many  heretofore  unnoticed  "types" 
and  varieties  exist,  some  of  ajiich  are  extremely  rare.  All  Demand  Notes  are  at  least  very  rare, 
and  are  ,lTist  not  available  in  top  condition.

^ Under  the  tenas  of  the  National  Banking  Act  of  I863,  all  banks  having  charters  iVom  the 

uovernment  were  permitted  to  issue  notes  up  to  905^.  of  the  par  value  of  the  U.S.  Bonds  they 


d-po3ited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  V,S.  The  notes  for  all  banks  were  of  the  same  pneral 
desipn,  the  only  differences  being  the  naae  and  address  of  the  bank,  the  da^  of  ^e  char^r, 
the  charter  number,  and  the  signatures  of  the  President  and  Cashier  of  the  bank.  ^ ach  ba^  had 
its  own  rhsi,rter  number,  which  appeared  upon  all  Its  notes  (with  of  course,  exceptions) . Ch^ters 
were  good  for  twenty  years,  and  at  the  end  of  thab  tJaw  were  renewable.  The  iosues  of  the  First 
and  Second  Chartar  periods  had  a vignette  in  an  oval  on  the  left  aide  of  the  reverse,  indicating 

the  state  or  territory  of  issue,  ^ oz 

The  Pirst  Charter  Period  was  by  Acts  of  Congress,  T’bb.  25,  1863  and  June  ,,,  l.ou.  Although 
the  first  charters  were  frranted  to  !’ati.oTial  Banks  in  June,  I863,  the  earliest  ^anlcnotes  were 
dated  and  issued  Nov.  2,  18630  The  last  charter  granted  of  the  Pirst  Charter  Period  was  Not.  2, 
l383,  end  the  latest-  dated  note  of  that  period  was  Jan.  23,  1896.  Tbe  Becond  Charter  Period 
was  comprised  of  the  Series  of  1882,  and^by  an  Act  o*'  Congress  Vay  .30,  1908,  the  Series  of  1908, 
The  Third  Charter  P 'riod  included  the  Series  of  1902  and  1908.  The  earliest  date  observed  on  a 
Second  Charter  Period  ’'brownback”  is  Web.  25,  1883,  and  the  latest  Nov.  I6,  1907. 

National  Hank  notes,  as  a series,  have  been  rather  neglected  by  collectors.  Numerous  unknown 
and  unnoticed  "tyres’'  appear  in  the  J^irst  and  Second  Charter  Period  notes,  some  of  which  are 
mentioned  in  the*  follow^g  lots.  We  would  like  to  suggest  that  collectors  give  their  full  at- 
tention to  the  Treasury  Signature  combinations  (particularly  of  the  later  periods),  as  well  as 
to  najiy  of  the  vau.iety  designations  presented.  This  offering  from  the  ^larke  col3.ect±on  is  one 
of  the  largest  in  years,  and  should  prompt  serious  competition.

Ihe  only 
speciiQgn  kno^ni  to  us  after  extensive  research,  and  undoubtet  ly  of  the  g^-eat- 
est  value  and  importance . Unconditi orally  guaranteed  (as  with  everythiiig  we 
sell';  to  be  genuine  and  as  represented.

Ihis  item  first  appeared  in  the  fine  collocti.on  of  Richard  F.  Peltzer,  cataloged 
by  Spink  F.  Son,  Ltd.,  and  sold  by  dLendining  ft  Co.,  Ltd.  (also  of  London),  June  20- 
2U,  19?7,  It  was  listed  as  lot  00,  illustrated  on  Plate  I,  and  purchased  by  Spinks 
(presujTiably  for  an  American  account)  for  120  Pounds  (approximately  ^20.).  Ihe  cata- 
logers  considered  this  coin  to  bo  the  showpiece  of  the  entire  collection,  and  de- 
voted an  entii’e  paragraph  to  it  in  thair  preface  to  the  catalog.  "Mention  must,  how- 
ever, be  made  of  the  wonderful  Californian  octagonal  00-dollar  slug  In  brilliant 
proof  state  (Lot  00).  This  piece  has  been  absolutely  untouched  since  the  time  of  its 
striking  and  has  bean  carefully  preserved  under  glass,  so  that  it  forms  a piece  of 
the  very  highest  desirability.  It  ma  be  confidently  expected  that  it  will  surpass 
in  price  the  record  set  tq>  by  the  Zabriskie  specimen  in  1909  of  1,000  dollars." 

Prior  to  the  actual  sale  of  the  coin  however,  the  unfortunate  mmor  was  passed  that 
the  piece  was  engraved.
